Urging. the creagjon , of Phillp- 
pine coconut ‘board, nine membe 
of the lower’ house | presented & 
measure in the house of repre- 
sentatives yesterday afternoons, 
The authors of the “bill! point- 
ed ‘out that due té ‘sudden, re- 
verses in ‘the coconut industry 
caused by infestation, of trees and, 
the unsteady and poor market, it 
was necessary that a board aim!- 
lar to the, fibre: atandardisation 
board-be created to help’ the coco- 
nut plantera and to foster the in- 
dustry, °. ‘ ‘ 
“Therhoard would be semi-gov- 
ernmental in nature, composed of 
men acquainted with the. coconut 
industry, whose: functions would 
be the’ stabilisation, ‘protection 
and improvement of the coconut 
‘industry and the development of 
the export trade. : 

The board according to the 
mensure would .be composed of 
nine’ members; seven of , whom 
would be chosen from coconut 
producers, dealers or manufagtur- 


Besides its cother duties the 
board would be required to con- 
uct scientific and economic re- 
searches and:to enlighten toconut 
planters and producers regarding 
the industry. . 

The funds for 
the board would be taken from 
"assessment on coconuts or cogo- 
rut products, exacting a fee of 
two centavos per picul of copra 


Tsold: and five centavos for every 
,) 1,000 coconuts. This assessment, 


according to the farmers of the 
‘bill, would not be more than one 
“half: of one per éent. of the gross 
market valiie of coconut products 
and would not be a burden to the 
he 


The measure provides that the 
secretary’ of agriculture and 
natural resources should loan the 
board the sum of P.100,000 ‘to ‘be 
taken from the San Lazaro Invest-, 
ment fund and from the rice and 
corn. fund in order to enable the 
‘board to atart its activities. 

The estimated income ' of the 
board from fees that it may col- 
lect is P150,000 a year.
